During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, Sept. 27, 
Mayor Tom Maddox. offi- 
cially announced the res- 
‘ignation of Leslie Hussey 
as Chief of Police, and he 
recommended an interim 
police chief until a perma- 
nent replacement could be 
found. . 

“Mr. Leslie Hussey has 
resigned as Chief of Police 
as of last Friday,” Maddox 
said. “Assistant Chief Russ 
Young has handled the 
chief duties since that time. 
Thanks to Lt. Young for 
filling in and being here 
tonight.” 

The mayor then said he 
would like to make a motion 
to name Shayne Arnette as 
the interim police chief for 
Elba. He said Arnette would 
serve this capacity until a 
permanent chief employed 
by the city. 

Maddox said Arnette had 
been employed with the 
Elba Police Department for 
12 years, and he said he 
feels Amette is qualified

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
evening, Sept. 27, an unex- 
pired term on the Elba City 
Board of Education was 
filled. 

Mayor Tom Maddox 
said longtime school board 
member Gladys Yelverton 
had resigned from her 
seat on the board, He said 
Yelverton had been a great 
asset to the school board 
throughout her years of ser- 
vice, but she had decided to 
give it up. 

Council member 
Johnathan Lockett made a 
motion for the council to 
appoint Miranda Russell to 
the school board seat for 
the remainder of the term 
vacated by Yelverton. All 
council members voted in 
favor of this appointment. 

Maddox noted _ that 
Russell is an Elba High 
School graduate, and she 
has two children currently 


enrolled in the school sys- 


tem. He said she works as 
the human resources direc- 
tor at the Elba Nursing and 


Miranda Russell 
Rehabilitation facility, hay- 
ing been an employee there 
for 10 years. 

The mayor also noted 
that he had seryed as one 
of Russell’s teachers when 
she was a student at Elba, 
and he said he remembered 
her being very involved in 
school activities. 

After confirmation of her 
appointment, council mem- 
ber Jane Brunson thanked 
Russell for her willingness 
to serve on the Elba City 
Schools Board of Education, 

Russell said she was hon- 
ored to be asked to serve on 
the school board, filling the 
seat vacated by Yelverton.

The Elba City Council 
approved the Fiscal Year 
2022 budget Monday eve- 
ning, Sept. 27, during the 
regular bimonthly meeting, 
and included in the bud- 
get are funds to help bring 
a School Resource Officer 
[SRO] to Elba City Schools. 

The total revenues for 
Fiscal Year 2022 [including 
all operational revenues and 
all restricted revenues] are 
expected to be $4,396,130 
with planned expenditures 
of $3,647,584. 

The planned expendi- 
tures include $30,000 for 
a County SRO Officer. 
According to city clerk 
Sally Bane this would allow

The mayor confirmed 
that Lyons would be in 
charge of dispatch until a 
new chief is hired by the 
city. He said there is no def- 
inite timeframe on how long 
this would be in effect but 
said the EMA office hopes 
the matter could be resolved 
within three months. 

The council voted unan- 
imously to enter into the 
Memorandum of Agreement 
with Coffee County EMA to 
oversee dispatch services at 
the Elba Police Department 
until a new chief of police 
is hired.

During the Coffee County of Understanding, 


Commission meeting 
Monday, Sept. 27, commis- 
sioners passed a motion that 
helps pave the way for a 
School Resource Officer to 
come to Elba City Schools. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan said the coun- 
ty had been in discussions 
with Elba City Schools and 
the City of Elba regarding 
the possibility of provid- 
ing an SRO for that school 
system, under the same 
contract terms as officers 
are provided to the Coffee 
County School System. He 
asked commissioners to 
approve a Memorandum of

City Schools and the City 
of Elba for provision of a 
School Resource Officer for 
Elba City Schools. 

Commission chairman 


Dean Smith made a motion 


for that Memorandum 
and 
Commissioner Josh Carnley 


seconded the motion. It 
passed with no opposition. 

Sheriff Dave Sutton 
thanked commissioners for 
approving that measure. He 
said there would still need 
to be a few more meetings 
to iron out the details, but 
his department would go at 
it full force once everything 
is in place. 

Coffee County EMA 
director James Brown had 
better news to report dur- 
ing the meeting regarding 
COVID numbers. 

“I am really glad to be 
able to give you some good 
news,” he said. 

Brown said over the past 


two weeks that hospitaliza- 
———____ 


decided to step forward 
and provide the $30,000 to 
allow for a school resource 
officer to be made avail- 
able for Elba City Schools. 
He said the officer would 
be assigned to the school 
system for the 187 days it is 
in session each year [along 
with being available for 
extra activities], but when 
school is not in session, the 
officer would work with the 
Sheriff’s Department han- 
dling normal deputy duties. 

By approving the budget, 
to include the $30,000 for 
the SRO, the mayor said the 
city/school would now enter 
discussions with the county 
to work out all the details 
for the contract in order to 
get an SRO assigned to Elba 
City Schools. 

In other business, dur- 
ing Monday night’s coun- 
cil meeting, the council 
approved a resolution that 
would allow for federal 
American Rescue Plan 
funds to be used for a 
COVID Vaccine Incentive 
for Employees. The reso- 
lution calls for current 
employees or those who 
become employed that get 
fully vaccinated before 
Dec. 30, 2021 to receive 
an incentive. The incen- 
tive also applies to those 
current employees already 
fully vaccinated prior to the 
approval of the resolution. | 

The mayor said full-time 
employees fully vaccinated 
prior to the Dec. 30" dead- 
line would receive $400, 
part-time and fire depart- 
ment. volunteers would 
receive $200, and seasonal 
or temporary employees 
would receive $100. 

The city clerk said the 
street department is still 
looking for a machine oper- 
ator.

HO HUM .. . The United States government is again 
on the brink of a shutdown of many federal agencies 
because the treasury is broke and has reached its legis- 
lative approved debt limit. This has become a routine 
Washington event in recent years. The majority political 
party presents a plan to increase the debt limit . . . then 
the minority party opposes said plan. Sooner or later the 
debit limit gets raised simply because the government 
must operate, and the legislators didn’t handle the budget 
in a way to prevent going broke. It doesn’t matter which 
political party is in charge, the other side opposes. Why? 
Well, someone told them it would make their arch enemy, 
(the members of the other party) look bad and help elect 
‘their political party friends’ come the next election day. 
Of course, an alarming (and growing) percentage of vot- 
ers only want to know “When is the government going to 
‘give’ me something else?” thus increasing the pressure to 
spend, spend, spend.

Clearly that position has 
not changed, and others will have the same reservations. 
Add those to the several lawmakers who frown on all the 
additional debt the project will saddle upon Alabama tax- 
payers and it is not clear that the proposal hammered out 
by Governor Ivey will pass muster with the politicians in 
the statehouse. 


Only one newspaper reporter can witness the death of an 
Alabama inmate sentenced to die next month. Press wit- 
nesses are there, not for a ‘fun’ day, but to represent the 
public in ensuring the execution is done according to the 
state constitution and hold all the folks involved account- 
able. There have been some complaints from several state 
media folks that they can’t also observe the event. Of 
course, we strongly support open government in all areas, 
but “no thanks” if you are offering us a seat at this sched- 
uled execution — or the next one.

A look at announced.changes in flood insurance rates 


Below is a quote from the experts at 
the University of Alabama responding to 
announced changes in flood insurance rates. 
The release closes with a comment that indi- 
cates this rate increase is for new policies. 

It leaves us holding our breath about 
the impact on us existing policyholders but 
apparently only two existing flood policies 
in the 36323 zip code area will increase as 


much as $40 per year. 


“Looming changes to flood insurance 
will raise rates for some policyholders in 
Alabama, but, on the whole, the chang- 
es are good public policy,” said Dr. Lars 
Powell, director and senior research profes- 
sional of the Alabama Center for Insurance 
Information and Research. “The changes 
match rate to risk so people with a greater 
chance of having large losses pay higher 


premiums and vice versa.” 


Powell said, “It also increases incentives 
for people and businesses to protect their 
property from flooding and allows the gov-

God has created you as a unique individual with the 
potential for and the ability for service in His kingdom.

Whatever happened to peanut butter 
and jelly sandwiches? 


For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers improved their record to 5-1 and 
completed a sweep of their 3A opponents last week with a 
convincing 27-6 road win over Providence Christian. The 
Tigers scored on their first possession on a seven-minute 
drive to grab an early lead and then used a big play to 
regain the lead late in the opening quarter. After that, the 
Tigers were in command as they surprised the large crowd 
on hand by rolling to the win. On offense, JT Coleman had 
his biggest game of the season and ran with both power 
and speed as he rushed for 171 yards and two touchdowns, 
while both Byron Burks and Alvin Henderson had big 
nights on the ground as the Tigers rolled up 334 yards 
rushing. Over on defense, Elba got pushed around at the 
line of scrimmage at times in the first half as Providence 
Christian rolled up 137 yards on the ground. However, 
the Tiger defense made a few changes at the half and in 
the final two quarters limited Providence to just 24 yards 
on the ground and 66 yards in total offense. It was a great 
road win for Elba and for the second straight week the 
Tigers showed improvement in almost all areas. If that 
improvement continues, watch out for the Tigers! 

*** It was a good week for the teams in the area as 
everyone but Zion Chapel hung wins on their side of the 
ledger. Here’s a quick look back.... 

** Kinston scored just about any way possible in 
a record-setting 74-0 win over Barbour County. The 
Bulldogs snapped the ball seven times in the first half and 
scored on five of those snaps to open up a 47-0 halftime 
advantage, then in the second half snapped the ball only 
once and scored on that play as the score ballooned, Nine 
different players crossed the goal line for Kinston in the 
lopsided win, and while the final score looked bad, it was 
just about as close as it could have been. 

** New Brockton rallied from an 18-point third quarter 
deficit to post an amazing 30-26 win over W.S. Neal. The 
Gamecocks surrendered three touchdowns on interception 
returns and trailed 26-8 midway through the third quarter, 
but never gave up and battled their way back to claim the 
huge road win. It was a win the Gamecocks badly needed 
after the disappointing loss to Wicksburg, and could serve 
as the catalyst for a late-season surge toward the playoffs.
